the Nicara­ 
guan insurgents began the bombard- | 
d e n t of the capital at noon yester­ 
day. The firing continued all 
after­ 
noon, shrapnel shells bursting over 
tie city, with 
occasionally machine 
gun firing on the lines. 
A number of women and children 
were wounded by 
bullets 
from the 
bursting shells and many people fled 
from the city. 
The 
guns on Loma 
Hill, the fortress of the 
city, 
re­ 
viled to the fire of the insurgents. 
The foreign consuls and diplomatic 
representatives, as well as foreign 
residents, have raised their national 
flags on their houses. A proclama­ 
tion has been issued by the govern­ 
ment warning the people 
to leave 
the town. 
The revolutionaries 
attacked 
the 
penitentiary and also the fortress in 
•he southwestern part of tho city at 
5 o’clock yesterday morning, but by 
8 o’clock had lieen repulsed. 
They then attacked

pelled, after a sharp engagement.
